• A new discovery (search) system that searches 
books, electronic resources, and journal articles all 
at once. 

A unified database to search for resources at all state 
universities, community colleges, and the Connecticut 
State Library. 

. Ability to request delivery of any available item in 
the CSCU system, or go visit to pick up! 

Summer 2016 activities: 

• Completed migration and configuration forms. 
Described our data and detailed how each library 
wanted it displayed in the new system. 

• Extracted and delivered data files. Downloaded 
records for each library's collections and transferred to 
our new vendor for uploading. 

• Created cross-institutional teams and working 
groups engaging together to make decisions and 
share system management tasks. 

. Developed and approved system-wide policies. 
Deepening our commitment to collaboration and 
resource sharing. 


Fall 2016 activities: 

• System testing. Confirming the validity of the 
data and learning to work in a new environment. 

• Staff training. Ensuring all staff members have 
the information needed to provide service on day 
one. 

• Discovery System configuration. Developing 
individual and shared views of our collections for 
all end users. 

Continuing to work together 
to provide broad access to to physical collections 
across the state.

• Faculty Evaluation for Library Instruction; the evaluation form will be emailed to faculty by Instruction Li- 
brarians upon the completion of a Library Instruction session.

. Online Library Exercise/Tutorial; this online tutorial will provide students the opportunity to familiarize them- 
selves with utilizing the library catalog and databases.

Changes to MLA ■ NEW! EasyBib EDU 


In April of 2016 the 8th edition of the MLA handbook 
was published. The updated edition features a new 

model for entries in a 
works cited that include a 
list of core elements to be 
utilized to cite sources 
regardless of format. 
Whether you are citing a 
book, article, lecture 
notes or tweet, you use 
the same format. See the 
MLA core elements to 
the left.

The library's citation generator tool which helps 
students with creating and organizing citations has 
undergone some changes. The new Easybib EDU will 
now require a free one-time coupon code in order to 
create or access an existing account. Those of you who 
have already been using Easybib will NOT lose your 
projects. Previous users will log in and then need to 
enter the code. New users will have to enter the 
coupon code when they create their account. To 
access your account or create a new account, go to the 
library's homepage and click on Easybib. You will then 
be provided with a link, directions, and the coupon 
code.
